ON THE ABOVE DATE AND TIME OFFICERS RESPONDED TO 5530 S SR 7(MCDONALDS) IN 
REFERENCE TO A FIGHT IN PROGRESS. 


UPON ARRIVAL, OFFICERS MADE CONTACT WITH THE VICTIM. VICTIM ADVISED OFFICERS HE 
WAS INSIDE OF THE LISTED LOCATION WITH HIS FRIEND/WITNESS# 1 ( WHEN A 

GROUP OF 3-4 UNKNOWN WHITE MALE SUBJECTS CONFRONTED HIM BECAUSE HE WAS

ON MAY 28, 2016 AT APPROXIMATELY 0401 HOURS, THIS TECHNICIAN RESPONDED TO AN 
AGGRAVATED BATTERY AT 5530 S SR7 - MCDONALD'S, ARRIVING AT APPROXIMATELY 0417 
HOURS. OFFICER TAYLOR WAS PRESENT. 

PHOTOGRAPHS WERE TAKEN WITH SCALE OF AYSAR FUQAHA, W/M DOB 8/5/77, SHOWING A 
LACERATION TO HIS RIGHT EYEBROW AND A BRUISE TO HIS LEFT EYEBROW. THERE WERE 
SCRATCHES ON BOTH SHOULDERS, LEFT SHOULDER BLADE, LEFT FOREARM, BACK OF NECK, 
AND FACE. 

PHOTOS WERE ALSO TAKEN OF THE WEST DINING ROOM AT THE RESTAURANT. SEVERAL 
CHAIRS WERE KNOCKED OVER THROUGHOUT THE DINING ROOM. THERE WAS HALF-EATEN 
FOOD ON TABLES IN THE SOUTHWEST CORNER AND ALONG THE NORTH WALL. 

THERE WAS APPARENT BLOOD ACROSS THE ENTIRE DINING ROOM FLOOR, SEVERAL CHAIRS, 
TABLES, BOOTHS, AND INSIDE THE EAST MEN'S RESTROOM. THE RESTROOM'S FLOOR HAD 
ALREADY BEEN PARTIALLY CLEANED AND THERE WERE BLOODY NAPKINS ON THE FLOOR AND
